A Curious Locomotive. 


The Dnrjeiiling-Himnlnyns railway is 


one of thR most curious In. the world. 
It Is of two foot gauge and on ac- 
count ot the steepness is full of loops, 
curves nnd spirals, ninny of the curves 
having only seventy feet rndins. Some 
o'f. the gradients are. ns high as one 
foot in twenty-eight- A special type of 
locomotive, the Gnrratt. had to be 
made for it at Manchester. This loco- 
motive wns required by the specifica- 
tions to be able to travel on reverse 
curves not exceeding sixty feet rudl- 
ns. with only twenty feet ot length of 
tangent between the curves. The en- 
gine consists of a frame supported at 
each end by four wheeled bogies, each 
of which is described as a miniature 
locomotive wltho.nt boiler. The boiler 
is carried on the frame between the 
bogies.—Youth's Companion.
